IIE Kocial principle behind workmen's compensation acts 
was attacked in a speech before the Kiwanis club last Fri- 


day night by W. S. Atkins, Hope attorney. Mr. Atkins sum- 
marized his view in this paragraph: 


-<$ 
It sems to me to bc obvious that 


liny law of compensation in any 
field of endeavor that makes no 
distinction between thc careless 
and the careful, offers no reward 
for cautious conduct and puts no 
penalty upon negligence, will in- 
evitably have a baneful effect up- 
on the public welfare. 
In other words, Mr. Atkins believes 


Ihe accident-free employer should pay 
nothing, while thc employer who does 
have an accident should pay to thc 
limit. 


There would bc no spreading of thc 


accident risk throughout industry, no 
co-operation between employer and 
employe in meeting thc mutual haz- 
ards which afflict certain kinds of 
employment. 


This is one view of society—and 1 


am sure Mr. Atkins will pardon me if 
I violently disagree with him. 


After all, asking an attorney for a 


frank view of workmen's compensa- 
tion laws which propose to wipe out 
court litigation and transfer personal 
injury suits to arbitration 
commis- 


sions, is about like asking a newspaper 
proprietor what he thinks about radio 
advertising. Thc newspaper proprietor 
would tell you that a ja/.z band sounds 
great on thc radio—but radio adver- 
tising is terrible!

Arkansas docs nol have a work- 


men's compensation act to date—and 
this is a regrettable thing. 


The latest authority I can find tells 


me that in thc United States thc fed- 
eral government, 44 states and thc ter- 
ritories of Alaska, Hawaii, thc Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico have such laws. 
The only slates not having them, as 
late as 1929, wcrc: Arkansas, Florida, 
Mississippi and South Carolina. 


Wherever you find modern industry 


today you find workmen's compensa- 
tion laws*. .. •.. •-_;. 
, , " 


This is axiomatic. 
And for this reason: Modern indus- 


try employes too many people to per- 
mit individual personal injury suits 
pushed by a few employes to jeopard- 
ize the wages and jobs of their fel- 
low workmen. 


We live in a day when isolation of 


thc individual has given way to all 
sorts of insurance proposals, spread- 
ing the accident risk among us. and 
assuring each of us a certain arbitrary 
settlement without having to take the 
matter to court. 


There nrc people, of course, who 


rush into court on each and every 
provocation. 


Bui it is a tedious and unhappy ex- 


istence—and it is something thai has 
been 
almost 
unanimously 
rejected 


where mass industry is concerned. 


X X X 


I believe in union labor. 
I believe that the only permanent 


security for masses of workmen, con- 
fronted by organized employers, lies 
in an organization of their own. 


And wherever you find labor to be 


.strong there you will find support for 
a workmen's compensation act to be 
likewise strong. 


There is one danger in workmen's 


compensation laws, however; and had 
Mr. Atkins cared lo look into this 
particular angle \\v would have found 
thai the main issue today is not the 
adoption of such a law hut keeping the 
administration of it efficient enough 
to meet the competition of private 
insurance rates. 


But that is the same problem faced 


by every public bureau—keeping pol- 
ities out long enough to get some 
work done. 


Arkansas has a social duty to per- 


form in behalf of such industry as 
she already has, and such industry as 
she hopes lo get in the future. 


She must pass a workmen's com- 


pensation law classifying the damages 
in certain 
industrial accidents, and 


transfcring these from thc civil courts 
to a public arbitration board. 


It is not an infringement upon tho 


liberty of any individual—but rather 
a guarantee that industry may find 
confidence to expand and push for- 
ward, giving jobs to additional thous- 
ands, at thc relatively high rate of pay 
obtaining in factories 
as compared 


with thc farm. 


If we arc ever lo have large-scale 


industry in Arkansas we must be pre- 
pared to treat industry as those stales 
treat 
it which already have it—and 


that's what we are arguing about.

to El Dorado Is 
Urged Upon FERA 


Stephens Citizens Urge 7-- 


Mile Construction in 


Nevada County 


A WATERLOO ROUTE 


Delegation Carries Peti- 


tion to R. B. Stanford of 


Local FERA Office 


A now short highway route from 


Hope to El Dorado, cutting the dist- 
ance 14 miles, was asked hero Tues- 
dny by a delegation of Stephens citi- 
zens headed by MVtyor W. G. Tyson. 


The delegation called on Major R. 


B. Stanford of the federal works divis- 
ion, and asked improvement o£ a rural 
road leading from Stephens to Wat- 
erloo, a distance of about seven miles. 


From Waterloo an improved road 


leads into Highway 
19 to 
Hosslon. 


which connects with No. 4 leading to 
Hope. The project woxild also give 
extreme southern Nevada citizens bet- 
ter access to Prcscotl by traveling to 
Waterloo, 
thence 
to 
Rosston, 
and 


thence north to Prcscott. 


Major Stanford expressed approval 


of the project and announced that he 
would survey that area to determine 
distance and the extent federal money 
could be used on the project. 


The new route would take traffic 


from Hope to Rosston on No. 4 thence 
south on No. 19 to a cross road leading 
into Waterloo, and then to Stephens. 
Approximately 30 miles s e p a r a t e 
Stephens and El Dorado, of which 
nearly 16 miles is paved. The rest is 
gravel. 


The proposed new route from Hope 


to El Dorado is GO miles. The shortest 
available route at present is 83 miles.

Local Bank Credit Not Yet Determined 


L. M. Hawkins of the Federal Housing Administration, Litlte Rock office, 


addressed a joint meeting of the Hope carpenters' union and mcmbcrs of thc 
Bettor Housing committee of Hope here Monday night. 


It was brought out that 176 rcpair*cr declarod 
; 


and new construction projects would 
bc started in Hope under the FHA. 
Sixteen of the projects are for con- 
struction of new homes. 


Thc 176 projects were obtained in a 
louse-to-house canvass ir 
total of 446 calls was made. Estimated 
cost 
of construction 
was given as 


?22,550. 


Way Send Loans to L. R. 


It was brought out at the meeting 


that if local approved banks in Hope 
would not act as lending agencies un- 
der thc federal housing administration 
loans would be handled through the 
Little Rock office of FHA. 


Speaking before a crowd of approx- 


imately 50, Mr. Hawkins said that in- 
terest rates on loans under Title Two 
of insured mortgage accounts was but 
5 per cent, a slight reduction since 
creation of the FHA. 


Mr. Hawkins said that up to 1930 


the United States built around 400,000 
new homes each year. During tho past 
five years there has been constructed 
only 90,000 homes per year, thc speak- 


Citing figures taken from the Little 


Rock office of the FHA, Mr. Hawkins 
said that from April 10 to June 22 a 
total of 597 applications had been re- 
ceived for loans amounting to ?1.320,550 
of insured mortgages, 25 per cent of 
which was for new construction. 


State Is 10th 


Arkansas ranks 10th among the oth- 


er 47 states receiving applications for 
loans. The state ranks 20th in dol- 
lar volume of loans asked. The state 
is listed as 14 in the number of com- 
mitments issued. 


The average insured mortgage for 


the United 'States is $4,054. Thc aver- 
age in Arkansas is $2,216. Mr. Haw- 
kins also said that the Little Rock of- 
fice has the lowest expense per appli- 
cation of any state in the union. 


Concluding the meeting, a commit- 


tee was appointed to canvass business 
houses of Hope for a small monthly 
donations to defray expenses of the 
local FHA office, established about a 
month ago in thc Tom Kinser cotton 
office, South Walnut street.

Primary held 
August 28, 


1934. The unofficial returns gave me a 
majority of 754 votes. Mr. Parks de- 
manded a recount in Calhoun-.county;

caused by its secretary,,, adjourned 
team tiirie^'io' *liriie'"arid dela>ed"its" 
meeting. I had ' been • "conceded the - 
nomination by the Associated Press, 
United Press, our district papers and 
the people in general.

Keep in Good Health to Save 


Your Eyes 


The eyes are among the most deli- 


cate organs of the human system and 
for' that reason they demand much 
mere consideration than do most other 
parts of head and body. 


It has been said that there are three 


important conditions which aid in 
preservation of good vision. These 
are good light, good print, and good 
health. 
__ 


Nowadays schools and industries pay 


much more attention to the provision 
of good light and good print than they 
used to. School desks have been de- 
veloped to hold children In suitable 
posture in relation to their work and 
to make certain that their bodies are 
held at a proper angle and.at a prop- 
er distance in relation to their eyes. 
Most modern textbooks are printed in 
fairly large type on good paper with- 
out glaze to avoid glare. 


The best light is that which is suf- 


ficient to make the contrast between 
the black print and the space between 
the letteys stand out clearly and 
sharply. Light must be free from 
shadows, free ftpm glare, and free 
from flickers. :/ 
* 


The proper amount of Slight' is that 


obtained from a 60-watt frostted bulb 
placed l.'Bto 20 inches away from the 
printed page. When light is 2M> to 3 
fet away, a 100-watt bulb is required. 


To prevent the effects of glare, all 


light should fall on the pritned page 
and not-directly on the eyes. This is 
brought about by sitting in such posi- 
tion that the light falls on the printed 
page from above and slightly behind, 
over the left shoulder. 


Equally important with good light 


and good print is your general health. 
The eye is an organ of the 
body 


Yfhieh receives its nutrition through 
the blood. 


If the blood is diseased, the eye may 


also become diseased. Therefore, the 
blood must be kept in a good state or 


one which the New York tabloidist 
customarily surveys.

Prisoners Held in Pulaski 


County Jail on Vandal- 


ism Suspicion 


LITTLE HOCK—Four suspects were 


arrested Monday night for question- 
ing in connection with the wrecking 
of a Missouri Pacific fast freight train 
near the County hospital Sunday af- 
tcrnoon. 


They were lodged in the county jail 


by Deputy Sheriffs Raper, Conner and 
Towncs, 
and 
held incommunicado 


Monday night. 


Meanwhile the charred ruins of the 


wrecked train yielded two more burnt 
and mangled bodies, increasing the 
known fatalities to three, and a final 
check of the loss revealed 27 loaded 
freight cars had been destroyed. 


The suspects are: 
Joe T. Johnson, aged 25, his brother, 


Lloyd Johnson, 20, and their half- 
brother, David Burns, 16, and Cicero 
Burns, 18, all of 2712 Maple street, 
where they were arrested. 


Missouri Pacific officials estimated 


the monetary loss at $75,000, including 
$4,500 damage to the locomotive and 
destruction of freight, equipment and 
track. 


The loss caused by the subsequent 


fire, which was fed by crude oil from 
a crushed tank car, was covered by 
insurance, officials said. Twenty-four 
of the demolished cars were con- 
sumed by fire, and three were checked 
off as a total loss from wreckage.
